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Rabin: a legacy for peace

McGill holds memorial 
service for Yitzhak Rabin 



A memorial service for Yitzhak 
Rabin, the Prime Minister of 
Israel, was held Monday in front 
of the Shatner building. The 
event was sponsored by a 
number of Jewish associations 
from McGill and Montréal. 

Rabin was assassinated on 
Saturday November 4, while at a 
Peace rally in Jerusalem. He was 
shot by an Israeli lawstudentfor 
his leading role in the Middle 
East Peace Process. Shock and 
disbelief continue to reverberate 
through the entire world, 
particularly in Jewish 
communities. 

Addressing those at McGill's 
memorial service, student llan 
Gewurz eulogized, "Today is a 
day of profound mourning for 
all Jews and for all citizens of the 
Middle East ...We mourn on 
different levels but we all 
mourn." 

This has particular 
significance for McGill with its 
large and active Jewish and Arab 
student population. 



Prayerandcandlesdottedthe 
crowd of approximately 500 
people in somber silence, a scene 
replayed again and again 
throughout the world. 

Atthe same time, the vacuum 
left by the death of the Prime 
Minister raises key questions 
about the future of the Peace 
Process. 

Butthe motivation behind the 
killing only enforces the belief 
by supporters of the Peace 
Process that the process must 
not be stopped. 

Gewurz urged, "We can only 
pray that out of this tragedy, his 
dream will grow into the seeds 
of peace" 

Recently McGill Students for 
Awareness of the Middle East, a 
group consisting of Jewish, 
Palestinian, Arab and 
international students, founded 
the journal Peace Talk. The 
existence of such a forum is a 
step towards peace, allowing 
students on campus to express 
their concerns and opinions 

Jeremy Richler, a year two 



political science student, 
expressed his concern over 
Rabin's death. "This week's 
tragic events are a symptom of 
thedeepinternalcleavagesthat 
exist in Israeli society with respect 
to the Peace Process. While 
Israel's government must 
continue to tolerate freedom of 
speech, they must continue to 
crackdown extremely hard on 
those which seek violence to 
derail the Peace Process." 

Rabin's leadership, foresight 
and devotion were fundamental 
to the epochal changes that have 
occurred in the Middle East 
during the last three years. 
Rabin's resolve and integrity lent 
a legitimacy to the navigation 
of Israel to a partnership with 
the Palestinian Liberation 
Organisation (PLO). His general 
popularity with Israelis allowed 
him to persevere against an 
increasingly vocal opposition. 

The significance of Rabin's 
death was not only felt by Israelis 
but by Palestinians as well. The 
strong presence of Arab leaders 



at Rabin's state funeral was 
mirrored by the presence of 
some Arabs atthe McGill service. 

Buttheopinion of most Arabs 
and particularly Palestinians is 
indeed torn. Zaid Qadoumi a 
McGill student, of Palestinian 
origin contemplated, "I ask 
myself today after hearing the 
news of the assassination of 
Yitzhak Rabin and after years 
of internal conflict among the 
heart and mind, do I consider 
the assassination a sacrifice for 
the years of bloodshed and 
torture, or do I regard the 
assassination as an impeding 
obstacle in the path of the 
desired goal? The conflict 
escalates within me; I find myself 
amidst conflicting beliefs, 
unable to side with a particular 
force." 

This conflicting feeling of 
many Palestinians arises from the 
historic relationship between the 
Jews and Palestinians. And more 
specifically, from Rabin's position 
as Minister of Defense in the mid- 
seventies. He was in charge of 



the security of Israel and thus was 
mainly responsibleforthecontrol 
of the Occupied Territories. 
During this period, Rabin's role 
represented, for Palestinians, the 
Israeli occupation. 

But more importantly, with 
Rabin'sdeath, many Palestinians 
feel their hopes for the Peace 
Process will fade. Many Arab 
leaders, including Yasser Arafat, 
leader of the PLO, expressed a 
sense of loss. 

This sense of loss towards the 
Peace Process has become a 
common denominator between 
Arabs and Israelis who support 
the Peace Process. 

Rabin's death has provoked 
questions over any future 
leaders' ability to hold the 
tenuous agreement together 
and about whether even Rabin 
himself would have been able 
to contain the growing dissent 
within the democratic internal 
politics of Israel 

For many, the question over 
the future of the Peace process 
remains unanswered.

RE: Athletics funding (Nov 6, 
P-5). 

First, a clarification. The article 
states, "students have no decision- 
making power on the (Athletics) 
Board." Actually, more than a third 
of Board members are students. 

Some unfunded clubs are 
indirectly represented on the Board. 
Many unfunded recreational clubs 
have no representation. Students- 
at-large (you and I) are indirectly 
represented by reps from SSMU and 
PGSS. 

Second, about fairness. The 
facts speak for themselves. 



1- Each student (you and I) pays 
$57 per year to fund athletics (by 
far the largest chunk of our 
Student Services Fee). 

2- varsity teams (teamsthattake 
onothercampuses)swallowabout 
$300,000 annually. 

3- these dozen elite teams 
devour another wad to pay for 
coaches (grand total $700 000 + 
annually). 

4- many students (you and I) 
pay supplemental fees when using 
services: (e.g. $35 - $50forcourses, 
$35/year for "pay as you go"). 

One might ask: When was this 
system set up? Can it be changed? 

Established in 1989, this ain't 
no "McGill tradition". It certainly 
can be changed, but not without 
a struggle. 

There is tremendous resistance 
at Athletics. Director Bob Dubeau 
is adamant: "This process is 
fair.. .there will be no changes 
made in the funding program." 

I think it's grossly unfair. To 
borrow the words of an eloquent 
minister of transport: "When you 
pass a cesspool, you don't need to 
hire a sanitary engineertotell you 
what's in it." 

After six years, it's time for an 
independent evaluation of the 
situation. A campus-wide survey. 
Perhaps a fair campus-wide 
referendum. Let's have a public 
debate, let's set up a decision- 
making process, and let'ssee what 
comes out of it. 

The situation as it stands now is 
intolerable. Something has gotto 
be done.

Montrealers Julie Bruck and Ian 
Stephens are among the twenty 
three poets featured. The poems, 
as diverse as their authors, deal 
mostly with urban life, from the 
maddening and trivial to the 
political and intensely personal. 

Initially, itseemedthat literary 
works, ones that had already 
been published, would fare 
better than those that were 
created with performance in 
mind. But then I began to 
question which criteria were 
implied in the term 'literary.' 
Aestheticsisatrickysubject.There 
are a range of personal 



assumptions, some of which are 
fuzzy and uncertain to myself, as 
towhatthe written poem should 
possess. 

The more I thought about it, 
the more confused I became. So 
I attempted to suspend these 
preconceptions, but was still 
biased because I knew thatthese 
works had been performed on 
stage. Therefore, a sense of loss, 
at times glaringly evident, others, 
naggingly so, pervades a majority 
of the poems. When Sheri D- 
Wilson is described as an 
"international performerknown 
for her iconoclastic style," one 



can't help but wonder if and how 
she would rantand holler oreven 
whisperseductively "I Am a Closet 
New Yorker." Dasez and Jelani 
Nias are, along with other 
pursuits, hip hop artists, and the 
strength of their work lies in the 
rythmic sound with which they 
can invest their words. 

Survival on the page requires 
rich imagery and delicately 
chosen and arranged words. 
Again, a majority of poems were 
lacking in these respects. Instead, 
they had attitude. They spoke 
directly, irreverently, with pop 
culture references. There were 



titles like "Christ is the Kind of 
Guy" and "Holiday from 
Misogyny." Once in awhile, a 
spare, wicked poem like Lisa 
Buscani's "Hemingway 
Afternoon" elicited an approving 
smirk. Other poems read like 
elevated bathroom graffiti. 

The spoken and printed poem 
are two different things. The 
crossover between the two is 
unwieldy, at best. So might I 
humbly suggestthatone casually 
admire andflipthroughthis book 
with the glossy orange cover, 
then go home and hopefor some 
good reruns. 



Common Ground for the Americas

The modest size of the recently 
opened Abya-Yala Bookstore 
belies its ambitious mandate. 
Focusing on the Americas, its 
collection brings together a 
mixture of political, 
environmental, social and 
cultural literature and offers 
these works in numerous 
languages. It is a combination 
destined to please a large 
number of McGill students, 
eitherforitsvalueasan academic 
resource, or simply for its 
rediscovery of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

The store's shelves are divided 
thematically - the environment, 
north-south issuesandchildren's 
books are a few examples - as 
well as by region, with sections 
on Central America, the 
Caribbean, South America, 
Brazil, Canada and the United 
States. Thus, books in French, 
Portuguese, Spanish and English 
stand side by side while 
biographies of Castro and 
Trudeau, anthologies by 
"lesbian latinas," descriptions of 
Latin America's "open veins" 
and a book on the roleof women 
in the "Great Arizona Mine 
Strike" are metres apart. 

With such a distinctive 
collection, Abya-Yala is clearly 
the product of a vision. Steven

Kaal, whoco-ownsthe store with 
his wife, Lesvia Vela, confirms 
this fact: Kaal has had lifelong 
ties to Latin America. He is partly J 
of Ecuadorian descent, has£ 
traveled often to Mexico, and ? 
has involved himself in Peaces! 
Brigades, ProjectJ 1 

AccompanimentandtheComité 5 
d'appui au peuple du 
Guatemala. 

Placed in this context, Kaal's 
desire to open Abya-Yala is 
hardlysurprising: "We perceived 
this bookstore as a necessity. 
There was a great deficiency 
which we had always noticed.” 

Indeed, while Spanish 
collections and Latin American 
literature can be found in other 
Montréal bookstores such asthe 
Librairie espagnole and Las 
Americas, Kaal and Vela's 
objective is unique: "The idea is 
to draw different communities 
together, to break down 
solitudes." Kaal's words are 
reflected in the bookstore's 
name: Abya-Yala isa Kuna word 
from Panama, which essentially 
means 'this continent.' 

As Vela explains, "It's a word 
that a lot of natives suggest that 
we use forthe Americas, because 
it is an American word, and one 
from the centre of the 
Americas." 




Although plans for the 
bookstore existed in an 
intangible form for many years, 
it was only last February that 
Kaal and Vela formally decided 
to establish Abya-Yala 
Bookstore. Thus, their October 
opening was the product of 
intensive preparations. In fact, 
the store's collection is still very 
small. The owners hope to offer 
more used books and a greater 
quantity of works in Spanish and 
native American languages, such 
as Quechua. 

Referring somewhat 
humourously to an order placed 
with an Ecuadoriansuppliertwo 
and a half months ago, Kaal 
admitsthatthetask of acquiring 
books in these other languages 
is not a simple one. However, he 
and Vela expect their collection 



will improve after they attend 
the book fair in Guadalajara, 
Mexico at the end of November 
that will bring publishers from 
across Latin America under one 
roof and greatly facilitate the 
co-owners' task of ordering new 
materials. 

Yet however incomplete the 
Abya-Yala bookstore's inventory 
may be now, a positive 
assessment is unquestionably in 
order. Whether you enter the 
store as a diligent political 
science student, a Latin 
American fanatic, or simply as a 
hungrily inquisitive individual, 
you will surely enjoy being 
surrounded by its tantalising 
collection of works.

Maté is the commander of 
the Caramba, the only 
Greenpeace vessel remaining in 
the waters surrounding the 
Polynesian island of Muroroa, 
where France has been conduct- 
ing a series of explo- 
sive nudeartestssince 
September. 

"We are sailing to 
Moruroa to bear wit- 
ness the continuing 
outrage of nuclear 
proliferation by the 
French government," 
said Maté. 

"We will keep the 
world informed of 
events, direct from the 
scene of the crime," 
he added. 

Earlier this year, 

French President 
Jacques Chirac an- 
nounced that France would 
abandon a 1 992 moratorium on 
nuclear testing which has been 
observed by all nuclear powers 
except for China. 

"We're talking about a very 
limited number of tests for a 
pre-established time frame," 
Chirac later explained at the 
White House. He went on to 
state that following this series 
of tests, France would halt all 
other tests and be ready to sign 
an international nudeartest ban 
treaty — the Rarotonga Treaty 
— in the fall of 1996. 

But according to Maté, the 
damage may already have been 
done. 

Weak response 

In the face of strong local and 
international opposition, the 
French authorities have suc- 
ceeded in maintaining the test 
programme by concealing the 
full medical and environmental 
effects of its nuclear pro- 
gramme. 

The little independant scien- 
tific evidence available shows 
that the Mururoa tests have re- 
leased dangerous levels of ra- 
diation into the sea, shattered 
the base of the atoll and con- 
taminated the indigenous peo- 
ple living and working around 
the test sites. 

Referring to the destruction 
broughtaboutbythetests, Maté 
declares "this is French nuclear 
terrorism." 

Butfor Maté, a native of Van- 
couver, it is too easy to blame 



France for the devastation, and 
eveneasiertodistanceourselves 
from it. And while international 
public support to halt nuclear 
testing has gained momentum, 
it has largely been directed over- 
seas. 

Maté suggests "perhaps we 
should be looking closer to 
home," adding "Canadian com- 
plicity in the nuclear explosions 
is often overlooked by the pub- 
licand denied by ourpoliticians. 
You are responsible for what 
you see." 



But official Canadian reaction 
to French nuclear testing has 
been ambiguous. 

In August, Foreign Affairs 
Minister André Ouellet told the 
Toronto Star he "supports a 
nudearf ree zone in the Pacific", 
and expressed confidence that 
over time one would be estab- 
lished. 

However, Oullet also stated 
that, "ItisquiteclearthatFrance 
wants to go ahead with their 
tests. They were unequivocal 
about it." 

This dangerous combination 
of complacency and regret 
amounts to indifferent political 
action. Canada has not sent a 
diplomatic note of condemna- 
tion to France, despite Canada's 
supposed long-standing com- 
mitment to a complete end to 
nuclear weapons testing. 

Meanwhile, a poll released 
by Greenpeace shows that 81 
percent of Canadians think 
Canada should suspend nuclear 
cooperation with France while 
it continues to test nuclear weap- 
ons. French Canadians and 
Quebeckers felt even more 
strongly about Canada's com- 
plicity in French nudeartesting, 
with 87 per cent opposed to the 
tests. 

Popularsentiment, however, 
is powerless without corre- 
sponding political will. "I haven't 
heard any demands, I've only 
heard regrets," French Foreign 
minister Hervé de Charette said 
at a meeting of European for- 
eign ministers in Luxembourg. 



In a report on global military 
trends published by Project 
Ploughshares, a Waterloo re- 
search institute, former Exter- 
nal Affairs Minister Flora 
MacDonald called for Canada 
to be a moral leader. "Would it 
be too much to ask, in this 50th 
anniversary year of the United 
Nations, that Canada — the 
country which introduced the 
concept of peacekeeping to the 
world — take the lead in mak- 
ing global priorities?" 

In contrast to Canada's non- 
committal position on 
nuclear weapons test- 
ing, other countries 
have been swift to re- 
spond to what they per- 
ceive as a threat to in- 
ternational security. 
After the first nuclear 
test in the Polynesian 
islands, New Zealand 
called its ambassador 
home from Paris and 
lodged a formal pro- 
test. Chile likewise re- 
called its ambassador 
and cancelled a 
planned visit to France 
by Economy Minister 
Alvaro Garcia. 

Loopholes in uranium use 

Critics of Canada's stance 
point to the vested economic 
interest Canada holds as a ma- 
jor exporter of uranium to 
France. 

Although the Canadian gov- 
ernment continues to claim that 
Canadian mined uranium can- 
not be used in French nuclear 
weapons, the reality is thatthere 
is no way to prevent this from 
happening. 

It is "almost certain" that Ca- 
nadian uranium has made its 
way into French nuclear weap- 
ons, including those presently 
being tested in the South Pa- 
cific, according to a report by 
the World Information Service 
on Energy in Paris. 

The uranium trail traces from 
Canada to France, beginning in 
northern Saskatchewan at the 
Cluff Lake mine, owned by 
Cogema, a subsidiary of the 
French Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. The French government is 
consequently a major 
stakeholder in Saskatchewan 
uranium mines and has a signifi- 
cant economic interest in the 
area. 

After a series of refining proc- 
essesthe uranium mined at Cluff 
Lake leaves the port of Montréal 
in the form of uranium trioxide, 
which is shipped directly to the 
Eurodif plant in southern France. 
The uranium is then enriched 
and converted into a usable form 
to fuel civilian reactors, and

more importantly, the nuclear 
weapons industry. 

The nuclear stockpile of en- 
riched uranium consists of a sin- 
gle inventory containing Cana- 
dian uranium as well as ura- 
nium from a number of other 
countries. As such there is no 
practical way to trace the path 
of the Canadian export, whether 
its destination is to be used for 
weaponry or as a source of fuel. 

Theoretically, Canadian ura- 
nium cannot be used in French 
nuclear weapons because of two 
agreements: The Canada 
EURATOM agreement and the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty (NPT). 
But these agreements are inef- 
fective and full of loopholes, 
undermining the government's 
reassurances that Canadian ura- 
nium is only used for non-mili- 
tary purposes. 

Although the Canada 



EURATOM agreement states 
explicitly thatCanadian uranium 
must not be used, for military 
purposes, the

The NPT, 
which came 
into effect in 
1970, has 
been equally inadequate. The 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA), which is techni- 
cally responsible for enforcing 
the NPT has been notoriously 
ineffective. Although an inspec- 
tion of Iraqi nudearfacilities was 
conducted by the IAEA months 



before the Gulf War, there was 
no finding of a breach of treaty. 

The NPT was originally es- 
tablished asan interim arrange- 
ment which would eventually 
be replaced by a Comprehen- 
sive Test Ban Treaty (CTBT). The 
indefinite extension of the NPT 
has amounted to the legitimi- 
sation and spread of nuclear 
weapons, material and technol- 
ogy. 

Gordon Edwards, speaking 
on behalf of The Canadian Coa- 
lition for Nuclear Responsibility 
commented that, "the NPT 
treaty is a discriminatory treaty 
which says that states that have 
nuclear weapons have a right 
to use them, but the states that 
don't have nuclear weapons 
don't have a right to use them." 

Edwards' remarks refer to a 
disturbing double standard 
which divides the developed 



*ous aspect of 
rd of France’s 
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world from the under-devel- 
oped, one which underlies the 
content of the NPT treaty. 

Most Third World states are 
non-nuclear and are prohibited 
from developing nuclear weap- 
ons. Meanwhile, the nuclear 
elite is permitted to increase and 
improve their nuclear arsenals. 
Non-nuclear states are also 
obliged to have their facilities 
controlled by a wide range of 
safeguards, while nuclear states 
are not subjectto these interna- 
tional safeguards. 

Edwards suggests 
that it is no coinci- 
dence that all five 
members of the 
United Nations Secu- 
rity Council are identi- 
fied as nuclear weap- 
ons states under the 
NPT. The structure of 
the NPT amounts to 
legalising access to 
nuclear technology 
forcertainstateswhile 
denying similar access to others. 

Despite these shortcomings, 
Canada played a key role in April 
toward getting the NPT treaty 
indefinitely renewed. According 
to Edwards, "the Canadian del- 
egation did a lot of political arm 
twisting with [the non-nuclear 
countries], who opposed an in- 
definite extension of the NPT 
for good reason." 

The Canadian delegation 
pledged that if the non-nuclear 
nations signed the treaty, a Com- 
prehensive Test Ban Treaty 
would quickly succeed. But so 
far, nuclear testing continues 
and a CTBTis nothing more than 
a promise. 

Canada is effectively taking a 
cowardly stance in turning a 
blind eye to the inadequacies of 
the present treaties which gov- 
ern the regulation of nuclear 
weapons. "Canada has chosen 
to see no evil, hear no evil, and 
not to ask any questions," 
Edwards stated. 

Canada has a unique position 
in the international community 
because it was one of the first 
countries to develop nuclear 
weapons, although Canada it- 
self does not have any. Environ- 
mental groups such as The Coa- 
lition Against Nuclear Testing 
argue that Canada has a moral 
responsibility to the non-nuclear 
nations, to which the Canadian 
delegation promised an end to 
the NPT. 

Falling on deaf ears 

The complacent Canadian 
government must also be held 
accountable for what Captain 
Maté aboard the Caramba calls 
"gross human rights violations" 
affecting the indigenous peo- 



ples of the Polynesian islands, 
who are opposed to the tests. 
Many Polynesians believe that 
the nuclear tests have seriously 
affected their health and that of 
their family and friends. 

Because France does not al- 
low independent scientific in- 
vestigation on the island, the 
evidence is purely anecdotal. But 
the stories are powerful. 

Testimonies, a document con- 
taining interviews with 
Polynesians who have lived 



around Mururoa during the nu- 
clear testing, tells the story of 
people like "Tehiura," who 
worked as a docker at Mururoa. 
He explained, "one day a friend 
of mine got some shellfish to eat 
and then, only a few hours later 
he started to feel sick. He vom- 
ited and his body started to itch 
all over. He scratched himself so 
much that he had sores all over 
his body. He was scarcely recog- 
nisable as a human being. Later 
we learned that he had died and 
the doctors gave no explana- 
tion." 

Tama, another Polynesian, 
tells a similarly disturbing story, 
this time referring to French 
nuclear testing which took place 
in the 1960s. 

"I have also experienced fish 
poisoning. After the atmos- 
pheric testing people were al- 
lowed to eat fish caught from 
the ocean side of the atoll again, 
but the lagoon fish were still 
considered unsafe. I gotsickfrom 
eating fish several times. I was 
itchy all over and my skin peeled 
just like a snake. One of my 
friends was less fortunate — he 
died after eating fish and 
mussells from the sea." 

The social injustice that the 
French government has inflicted 
upon the Polynesians has com- 
bined with a desire for inde- 
pendence, and resulted in dem- 
onstrations in the Tahitian capi- 
tal of Papeete. "There must be a 
reason why France chooses to 
conduct its testing so far away 
from France, and we are the 
ones who suffer," one protester 
commented during a demon- 
stration after France first an- 
nounced plans for resumed test- 
ing in June. 



But these cries fall on deaf 
ears. France continues to justify 
its nuclear testing by claiming 
that it is necessary to maintain 
its status as a great power. 

Foreign Minister Hervé de 
Charette told Australian televi- 
sion that "France is a great coun- 
try and has to protect itself." 
Critics say that French nuclear 
testing amounts to little more 
than a dangerous parade of nu- 
clear warfare by the govern- 
ment. 

Canadian critics 
speculate thatthe rea- 
son why the situation 
in the Polynesian is- 
lands has been ig- 
nored by Canadian 
politicians is a matter 
of backroom diplo- 
macy. 

"There has been 
some sort of deal at 
the G7 [Great seven 
powers] Summit that 
if France doesn't in- 
terfere with the Québec refer- 
endum then Canada won't in- 
terfere with French nudeartest- 
ing," suggests Mary McNutt of 
Greenpeace Canada. A tacit 
agreement between Canada 
and France, however, is purely 
speculative. 

"Another frustration is that 
the Canadian media hasn't done 
a great job of covering thestory. 
A lot of people aren't aware of 
Canada's complicity and it is a 
difficult thing to explain be- 
cause it involves a lot of messy 
treaties and a basic understand- 
ing of nuclear fission," McNutt 
added. 

The most dangerous aspect 
of Canada's disregard of 
France's actions is that it opens 
the door for other nuclear 
weapons states to begin test- 
ing as well. 

Instead of being an isolated 
incident, the French nuclear 
testing may signal a re-emerg- 
ingtrend. And if Canada doesn’t 
voice its opinion now, it may 
never again have the opportu- 
nity. 

For now, the world watches 
the destruction of land and lives 
by nuclear testing and waits for 
"this round of testing" to fin- 
ish. 

As the Caramba sailsthrough 
the waters surrounding the test 
site, Maté reflects, "I will al- 
ways remember being here at 
night, looking up at a full pano- 
rama of stars and the distant 
glow of Mururoa. It seems sur- 
real. And all of us are only wait- 
ing to bear witness to the worst 
evil that human beings can ac- 
complish. We can be so much 
better than this."

For "just a local band," 
industrial-rock terrorists Oblik 
Instance have big dreams. Their 
ambitious stage show — 
featuring an elaborate set, 
pyrotechnics and projected 
images — blew all other artists 
off the stage at a recent show at 
the former Foufounes 
Electriques.

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NIN to Killing Joke." Henley, in 
his distinctive Oxford accent, 
admits to his influences 
unashamedly. After all, he's 
"also a big Supertramp fan." 

Their stage show, though, is 
thoroughly unique. Seeing Oblik 
Instance in action is not a matter 
of just bopping along to their 
brutally hard beats. Produced 
by a team of 12 sound, stage 
and lighting technicians, it is an 
overwhelming feast forthe eyes. 

The question that begs to be 
asked, however, is whether the 
band has experienced any Spinal 
Tap-esque moments. Daumais, 
understandably, pleads thefifth. 

After forming only three 
years ago, Oblik stands in good 
stead with three demo releases

Boss Hog romp Over

The everlasting honeymoon

It's hard to have a relationship 
in the world of rock. Let's face it, 
beginning with the media frenzy 
surrounding YokoOno and John 
Lennon, to the abusive behavior 
of Sid and Nancy and finally, to 
the tragic end of Kurt and 
Courtney, musical couples have 
been constantly plagued with 
negative press and seemingly 
implosive temperaments. 

Throughout the past four 
decades, these names and others 
have been embedded in the 
headlines of "style" sections in 
national newspapers, as a 
reminderof the destructive love 
partnerships within the music 
industry. In most respects, 
couples in rock have been easy 
targets for controversy. From live 
acts to off-stage antics, the 
media focus has been less on 
individual achievement and 
more on gathering the latest 
dirt. This set aside, there is still 
some hope amid the chaotic 
hypertension — most notably, 
the world of indie-rock. 

Where media rhetoric and 
controversy over "major" stars 
has clouded their artistic voice, 
independent music finds a 
g working relationship between 



couples, where husband and 
wife continue to produce, 
write, design, play music, and 
run their own labels together. 

From Georgia and Ira of Yo 
La Tengo, to Mac and Laura of 
Superchunk and Merge 
Records, and to Kim and 
Thurston of Sonic Youth, 
relationships among fellow 
musicians have not become 
tangled with their creative 
drive. Despite the overbearing 
press, these couples have 
managed to produce some of 
the finest résumés of intuitive, 
unique, and exciting new music 
without sacrificing their 
relationships. 

Formed in 1989, Boss Hog has 
lived up to this challenge and 
has remained a vehicle for the 
musical partnership of singer, 
Christina Martinez, and her 
husband and guitarist, Jon 
Spencer. Both originating from 
modest upbringings in 
Washington, D.C., Martinez met 
Spencer before she officially 
joined him in the trash-rock 
noise combo, Pussy Galore, on a 
dare from singer/guitarist Julie 
Cafritz. 

According to Martinez, 
"[Julie] basically said I wouldn't 
have the guts to get upon stage,

and actually I didn't, but at that 
point I couldn't back down or 
there was going to be a fight." 

After the release of several 
EPs, Pussy Galore had 
proclaimed D.C. a "dead end," 
and packed up to relocate in 
New York City. Amassing a 
discography that covered indie 
labels from Homestead to 
Caroline, the band finally broke 
up in the late '80s, with Spencer 
and Martinez joining a slew of 
new projects, including The 
Honeymoon Killers and The 
Gibson Brothers. 

Finally, asa last minute effort 
to fill a cancellation spot at the 



NYC nightclub, CBGB, Spencer 
and Martinez formed Boss Hog 
— the name was taken from a 
biker magazine, not The Dukes 
of Hazzard — together with 
an "all-star" line-up including 
bassist, Pete Shore, and 
drummer, CharlieOndras, both 
formerly in Unsane. 

Aftera successful live debut, 
where Martinez played the 
entire show in the nude, the 
band ended up scrapping their 
rhythm section and adding 
German bassist, Jens 
Jurgenson, to the mix. With 
two EP's, Cold Hands and 
Drinkin', Letchin', and Lyin', 
under their belt by 1990 (both 
re-released on Minnesota's 
Amphetamine Reptile Records), 
Boss Hog recruited NYC native, 
Hollis Queens, to play drums. 

Finally, with the 1 993 release 
of the Girl + EP, Boss Hog 
cemented its line-up and began 
to smooth out its garage-style, 
sexploitation rock act with a 
more 'glamorous,' mob action 
aesthetic. With song titles such 
as "The Black Betty," "Hustler" 
and "Ruby," Boss Hog carry the 
swinger nation down a new road 
of tough urban slickness. 

Although they managed to 
tour in support of the EP, 



Spencer's main distraction as 
singer/guitarist for the Blues 
Explosion set them back in 
producing material for a new 
album. Finally, inthefallof 1995, 
Boss Hog have jumped to the 
majors, releasing'an eponymous 
LP for Geffen/MCA. 

The newalbum, produced by 
Olympia fixture, Steve Fisk, 
investigates the now-stylised 
rhythm section of Queens and 
Jurgenson, with a greater 
emphasis on vocal overlays 
calling the shots. Known for a 
live act of feverish, groove-heavy 
rhythms, supplied by Spencer, 
and high energy vocals by 
Martinez, thetwoartists remain 
most characterised by their 
strong musical performances, 
rather than their marriage. As 
Boss Hog kick up the dirt around 
them on their way across the US 
and Canada, their attitudes 
remain set on delivery, and the 
partnership between Spencer 
and Martinez continuestoevade 
controversy.

Transport lares to rise 

MUCTC to cut budget, raise fares, reduce service 



A Montréal Transit System plan to 
raise bus and metro fares has Montréalers 
worried aboutthe future of public trans- 
portation in the city. 

According to Normand Parisien of 
Transport 2000, a lobby group for public 
transportation, the proposed fare hikes 
may reduce the already declining num- 
bers of Montréalers using public transit 
to the "detriment of the whole popula- 
tion." 

In July, the Montréal Urban Commu- 
nity Transit Corporation (MUCTC) out- 
lined its plans to cut bus routes and raise 
fares. The MUCTC justified these moves 
by citing a 1 per cent decline in riders in 
the first six months of 1995. 

Adding to the fall in ridership, 
Montréal’s neighbouring municipalities 
under the Montréal Urban Community 
(MUC) decided to reduce their transit 
contributions by 1 percent. As a result, 
the MUCTC was set to receive $3 million 
less from the city. 

Pierre Laporte, a spokesperson forthe 
MUCTC, commented in July that "We 
have a responsibility as a public corpora- 
tion to balance our budget, and increas- 
ing fares is one of the scenarios we are 
looking at." 

Since then, the MUCTC hasannounced 
further budget cuts of $7.5 million for 
1996 and a proposed fare hike of 3.6 
per cent. 

Transport 2000, which represents a

coalition of community groups, includ- 
ing the Québec Public Research Interest 
Group (QPIRG) plans to fight the propos- 
als before the MUC's executive commit- 
tee makes its final decision on November 
15. 

Transport 2000 has already swung into 
action. The group expressed its concerns 
in a public intervention presented to the 
MUC executive on Nov. 6. As Parisien 
wrote in a recent press release, the group 
wants to make the MUC accountable for 
its commitment to the public transit sec- 
tor. 

He goes on to write that Transport 
2000 believes the proposal is "compro- 
mising" any hope of boosting public 
transportation in Montréal. 

This claim seems to be borne out by 
Transport 2000 figures that show price 
increasescoinciding with fewer monthly 
passes sold. Bus passes that cost $31 in 
1 989 now cost $43.50 and fewer people 
are buying them. 

Transport 2000fearsthat Montréalers' 
mobility — those who work and shop 
across town, in particular — will be ad- 
versely affected by any fare increases. 

In a letter to the executive committee, 
QPIRG writes that in addition to the 
effects on mobility, there will also be "a 
risk to the quality of the environment as 
more people will have to use cars more 
often." 

According to QPIRG documents, 



Montréal has the lowest car-to-resident 
ratio in any city in North America, which 
makes its residents particularly depend- 
ent on public transportation. 

Transport 2000 also condemns the lack 
of concern about publictransit shown by 
Mayor Pierre Bourque’s administration. 
Parisien claims this nonchalance is high- 
lighted by the fact that Bourque is cur- 
rently on a three week trip to Asia — at 
the time when the City's budget for the 
upcoming year is about to be made pub- 
lic. 

This trip to Asia, according to Parisien, 
"is a testimony of the thoughtlessness 
which reigns in Hotel-de-Ville towards 
this question (of the budget cuts to pub- 
lic transit]." 

Laporte indicated in the pastthatthere 
are other ways to deal with a decline in 
the municipalities' contributions to pub- 
lic transit. In July, he told the Gazette 
that the MUCTC was looking into "re- 
ducing staff and increasing our income 
with more advertising in metros and 
buses." 

But the MUCTC does not seem to have 
looked into these options, instead tak- 
ing a route which may keep more 
Montréalers off of public transit.

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Ben Harper- Fight for 
Your Mind 
(Virgin) 

Carrying a variety of musical and 
lyrical themes, Ben Harper's lat- 
est album, Fight For Your Mind, 
deviates from the majority of al- 
bums. Whereas many bands 
maintain the same fundamental 
theme and tone of voice over an 
entire album, Harper offers vari- 
ety throughout. Treading re- 
freshingly along the lines of Bob 
Marley, Jimi Hendrix and Lenny 
Kravitz, Harper credibly explores 
a variety of previously charted 
musical ideas, but also offers a 
few tricks of his own. The first 
track of the album, "Oppression," 
is very much roots reggae in its 
powerful lyrics and steel drum 
solo, but it's definitely not roots 
reggae. Using electronic amplifi- 
cation, most notably in the song 
"Ground on Down," Harper cre- 
ates an otherworldly sound from 
his acoustic guitar that is all his 
own. Though comfortable, Fight 
For Your Mind is never uninter- 
esting, and for that reason it is 
delightfully unique.

EBN - Telecommuni- 
cation Breakdown 
(TVTXMCA) 

EBN follows the path explored 
by other multi-media pioneers, 
such as Brian Eno and U2, but 
incorporates the personal com- 
puter medium, and in particular 
the duality of the CD/CD-ROM. 
Telecommunication Breakdown 
is comprised of three videos, 
visual accompaniment to all the 
tracks, plus the lyrics, group in- 
formation and a primer of the 
technology used to produce the 
album. The format of the dis- 
play is mesmerising: Images and 
voice samples flicker and merge 
incessantly like the whims of a 
restless channel surfer. 

The program is structured so 
that the user can jump from the 
various features at a click of a 
button - a feature made possi- 
ble by the "remote control" 
which is strategically placed in 
the bottom right corner. The 
video quality is very good and 
the overlapping imagesare well- 
10 choreographed for maximum 



effect. 

The image bombardment is so 
enthralling that it hides the nar- 
row appeal of the music itself, 
which is backed by strong bass 
and sequencer lines. The tracks 
sound like industrial/trance set 
to various beats with lyrics that 
are samples upon samples, all of 
which are repeated for most of 
the song's duration. The ar- 
rangements are so regimented 
that the stunning visuals are 
neededtoprovidean additional 
dimension. The samples are de- 
void of hiss and background 
noise and match the relatively 
high quality of the visuals. What 
noise there is purely intentional 

- faithful reproductions of the 
clamor that characterises the 
information age we live in. 
Telecommunication Breakdown 
reeks of giddy ambition. The 
packaging promises, "The amaz- 
ing new EBN electro-optical en- 
hanced CD reprograms your 
mind for success & launches you 
into virtually dream state expe- 
riences." Whether EBN succeeds 
in opening a new realm of expe- 
riences is debatable, but their 
work can suspend normal ones 
for a long time.

Smashing Pumpkins - 
Mellon Collie and the 
Infinite Sadness 
(Virgin) 

After a long hiatus, The 
Smashing Pumpkins have am- 
bitiously released a double- 
cd of newly recorded mate- 
rial - ambitious not only in its 
length, but in its overly con- 
scious and often pretentious 
structure. Songs alternately 
focus on themes of angst and 
serenity, romantic love and 
disenchantment, light and 
dark, night and day. The cd 
title, Mellon Collie and the 
Infinite Sadness, as well as 
the storybook insert, are hints 
of the childish melodrama 
that pervades the album. 
Lyrics like the repeated "love 
is suicide" chorus of "Bod- 
ies" and "I lie just to be real, 
and I'd die just to feel" from 
"Tales of a scorched earth," 
exemplify this moody, imma- 
ture quality. The first track, a 
lullaby-like, piano and string 
instrumental gives the illu- 
sion that this will be a nota- 
ble departure from previous 
Pumpkin pop. However, even 



a cursory listen to the rest of 
the cd reveals the change to 
be more of an evolution than 
a revolution. Tunes like 
"Jellybelly" and "Zero" 
pump out an often gratingly 
hard-edged, distorted 
sound, while tracks such as 
"Tonight, Tonight" and 
"Galapogos" are reminiscent 
of singles off Siamese Dream. 
Despite this, the album does 
take some chances, most au- 
dibly in the song "Beautiful" 
where Corgan's distinctly 
whiny voice melts away into 
an almost-croon. Of the 
whopping 28 songs featured 
on this album, the most suc- 
cessful are those that main- 
tain the Pumpkins distinct 
sound and style. With the 
odd exception, most of the 
keyboard-laden tracks fail to 
excite. This might lead one 
to believe that Mellon Collie 
is wholly a misfire. In some 
ways it is, and the length 
and density of thealbum will 
probably not attract many 
casual fans, but there are still 
many buried jewels in the 
mass of this recording.
